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Crop Insurance. 


For years there has been talk of wholesale crop insurance as 


a means of reducing the element of chance in farming, and at 
last the Department cf Agriculture, after exhaustive study of 
the field and its possibilities, has expressed the conviction that 
it is altogether feasible. The desirability of some such protec- 
' tion is plan, for every year sees billions invested in the industry 
and hundreds of millions lost. 


Some years ago certain insurance companies offered cov- 


erage on crops in certain northwestern states and lost heavily 
because of drouth while another corporation offered to insure 
income from every acre seeded and, as the result of price fluc- 
tuations, had to pay claims even on perfect crops. 


The government suggests a more conservative mode of 


operation, proposing coverage on a single policy for damage 


• from any cause except the farmer's negligence—deficient or 
excessive moisture, plant pests, hot winds, storms and frosts. 
Moreover, it urges the wisdom of basing such insurance upon 
actual crop yield over a given period as the only method fair 
either to farmer or insuring company. 


Success, the Department says, can only result from opera- 


tions on a scale that distributes the risk broadly and is based 
upon the most complete and proper crop data. This, of course, 
the government will presently be able to. supply. 
But the 


obvious^ difficulties of government crop insurance, and its 
peculiar susceptibility to criticism which is certain to assume 
a political tone, will make any administration slow to consider 
the cultivation of this field.

Concord, July 26—Particular care at 


grade crossings is enjoined upon op- 
erators of public motor vehicles known 
as jitneys by a ruling just promulgated 
by the Public Service Commission. 
The order is designated Rule 13 and 
it is an amendment to general order 
No. ~ 897, originally issued on May 23, 
1919 
and intended to govern 
jitney 


drivers m this state. 


Rule 13 directs that when a high- 


way crosses a steam railroad at grade 
every operator 
o£ a jitney upon a 


highway, shall, when approaching the 
point of intersection^ stop his jitney 
not less than 20 feet from the cross- 
ing, and before attempting to cross 
carefully 
examine 
for approaching 


trains on the steam railroad and Mh;ill 
not proceed until he has ascertained 
that no trains are approaching ?n<J 
that the jitney may cross with safe- 
ty."
